In a report on life tables based of 
the population as returned in the 1921 
census, arid on the average number of 
deaths recorded in the three years 
1920-'22, rates of mortality for single, 
show 
that the advantage lies with the mar- 
ried woman. ‘ 


At the youngest ages for which 
comparison was possible ,the ‘lightest 
rates were those for single women. 
Rates for single and married women 
differed but slightly between the 
ages of 24 and 27, But thereafter the 
rates for married women: were usually 
lower than those of single women or 
widows, while fates for widows were 
invariably heavier than those for sin- 
gle women or wives.

cegoful. In a letter to the Hom G. 


‘Howard Ferguson, premier of Onthr- 


jo, the-association asky-that\ the tax- 
ing of mail order business be brought 
up at the conference of provincial 
premiers at Ottawa on November 9. 

“During the past few years,” says 
the letter, “a system of merchandis- 
ing has been developed in Canada 
which has a tendency to centralize 
business in the larger centres, known 
as thé sale by mail order. This sys- 
tem has been developed in. order to 
eliminate the operating costs in the 
various communities with the result 
that in many districts merchants have 
been forced to discontinue their busi- 
ness with a corresponding loss of ser- 
vice and investment to that commun- 
ity in which they are located. The 
firms who are conducting a mail or- 
der business employ large amounts 
of capital and are out to declare div- 


idends ‘for their shareholders which . 


are used in places other than those 
from which the money is first obtain- 
ed, There can be no doubt that mail 


order competition is having a very’ 


detrimental effect not only to the 
community life of the rural districts, 
but to general business conditions

Queer Tribe Of Africa 


the Dominion Bureau of Statistics issued a report on the manufacturing 
industries of the prairie provinces for the ealendar year 1925, compuring them 
with the figures for 1924. The growth indicated in this twelve month period 
is quite remarkable and most encouraging. 


For the year 1925 the number of manufacturing Industries reporting was. 


practically the same as for 1924, but the gratifying fact is disclosed that these 
industries substantlally increased thelr capital, employed many more workers, 
largely increased their’ wage bills, utilized larger quantities .of: materials, 
é 
operated On & much more profitable basis. ' 

Capltal invested in manufacturing industries in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta increased by $14,000,000 during 1925, and at the end of that year 
amounted to $221,775,000. : 

The number of employees increased by over 6,000 during the year with 


the result that no less than 27,178 people are now engaged in some form of | 


manufacturing industry -on the prairies. To these 27,178 peop'e salaries and 
wages were pald aggregating $42,827,000; or nearly eight million dollars more 
than in the preceding year. ; 

Materials used by the several industries during 1925 had a value of 
$141,892,000, or- an inérease of over $21,500,000 over the preceding year. 

Through the application of labor and the use of these materials, goods 
‘having a gross value of. $239,352,000 were produced, or an increase of $35,541,- 
(00 over 1924. ° In other words, the pralrie provinces in 1925 turned out on 
the average twenty million dollars worth of manufactured goods per month, 
or three million dollars per month more than in the preceding year. The net 
value of 1925 production was $97,459,000, or $14,900,000 greater than in 1924. 

Analysizing these figures to some extent, it wiJl be seen that manufac- 


turing industry in the west, after paying $21,500,000 more for materials, and | 


$8,000,000 more in salaries and wages, increased the net value of production 
in the one year. by an amount equal to the total increase in the amount of 
eapital invested. Certainly a most encouraging showing. ; 

Those who are familiar with western conditions, and the decided 
improvement which has taken placé within the last two years, know that the 
growth in western industry disclosed by these figures between 192" and 1925 
has been further accelerated between 1925 and 1927. Recent water power and 
other developments in all three prairie provinces, and the decided inercasé in 


interest both at home and abroad, in the natural resources of the West, give | 


confidence that in a few years more the industrial activities of the prairies 
will be a factor of importance in the economic life of the whole Dominion.

Warnings From Greenland 


Messages Could Be Sent To Ships Two 
Days In Advance ' 

From the summita of “Greenland’s 
{ey mountains,” weathér prophets 
soof may be able to broadcast to the 
world warning of comihg storms which 
work havoc in the Atlantic ocean lanes 
and the temperate zones genorally. 
This is the hgpo of Prof. William H: 
Hobbs, head of the, University of Mich- 
igan scientific expedition who started 
for home aboard the Leviathan today 
after ten weeks studying the north- 
ern storms at the place of their -be- 
ginning over the great’ice gap of in- 
terior Greenland: 

The expedition spent the summer 
at Kangdenlugssdakfjord, within the 
Arctic circle. 

“It is probably the longest fjord in 
the world and affords wonderful scen- 
ery on a majestic scale which has 
been seen by few white men,” said 
Professor Hobbs. 

The Hobbg expedition established 
three observation stations 100 miles 
apart, one of them being on the sum- 
mit of Mount Evans.

er’s viewpoints on a great variety of 
subjects and a much fuller degree of 
mutual understanding are foreseen as | 
concrete results of the Dominion-Pro- 
bincial conference ‘concluded after a 
full week ‘ of deliberation.. The gath- 
ering, to begin with, was ohly a con- 
ference and possessed of no execu- 
{ive or administrative functions ‘or 
bowers definitely to decide anyttbing. 


Nevertheless, those who participated | 
feei that the various subjecis dis- 
eussed will, at least in .a degree, find 


a reaction in legislative proposals. Al- 
though the delegates. were divided on 
political allegiance, the party element 
was wholly submerged and the pro- 
ceedings throughout, despite occasion- 
al divergence of views, were devoid 
of any suggestion of open discord. 
‘The Dominion Government sought 


collective counsel on three’ or fou 
questions while the. provinces put 
ferth their views on ten times as 


many. In neither respect were the 
eonclusions definite nor beyond 
mutual exchenge of opinion. 

At the. outset, the question of con- 
stitutional reform arose in two phascs, | 
reform of the Senate and powers to | 
amend the British North America Act, 
otherwise known as the constitution. 
If, as is held, a change in the make- 


up and functions of the Senate require 


as a conditional precedent, the sunc- 


tion of the original parties to Confed- | 


eration, the discussions have made it 
quite clear 
riot likely ,to be fulfilled. 

On similar lines was the division 
of opinion as to Canada securing the 
power io itself amend the constitu- 
tion even though such a ‘process 
designed to be circumscribed with 
limitations if any attempted arnend- 
ment. invaded the sphere of provin- 
cial or minority rights. Nevertheless 
ft is within the competence of the 
Government to go ahead and seek the 
power even though to avail of; it 


would require the consent in’ some in- | 


stances ‘of all the provinces and, in 
others, of two thirds of them. No 
move, of course, is possible without 
the approving co- operation of Parlia- 
ment. ‘ 

As regards the question of subsi- 
dies, the move for a revision was 
pretty general from the provinces, al- 
though Ontario and Quebec, more for- 
tunately situated than the rest, were | 


not especially insistent, save to lend | 


support to the demands of others.
